Ministers are not so much endangered by the | 


noisy and violent opposition of the world, as by 
its corrupt opinions, expressed in soft accents, 
with a smiling countenance, and with a due ad- 
mixture of flattery. When the hurricane be- 
gins to roar, and thunder and lighten around 
the mariner, he puts his bark in order, faces 
the tempest, and rides it out insafety. But the 
strong, steady, silent, unseen current of the 
ocean carries him imperceptibly out of his 
course, and, ere he dreams of danger, he is 
dashed in pieces upon sunken rocks, 

In some communities there is so much light 
that systems ef gross error will not go down, 
They must have sub-tantially the evangelical 
system. In such cases, the main effort of world- 
ly men will be to have the evangelical evstem, 
preached in such a way as to disturh their con- 
as little as possible.
